HOUSE APPROVES 
NAVY BILL; GUAM 
FUND ELIMINATED 


Carrying $112,699,699 
Less Than Recommended 
by Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (AP).— 
The House passed a $965,772,000 
navy appropriation bill today, but 
for the second time in less than a 
year eliminated funds proposed for 
developing the Pacific island of 


Guam, 

Although the bill, which now 
goes to the Senate, carried $112,- 
699,699 less than President Roose- 
velt recommended, it still would 
give the navy about $51,000,000 
more than it received for the cur- 
rent fiscal year—a peacetime rec- 
ord, 


Funds for 19 New Ships. 


It included funds to start work 
on 19 new combat ships, five aux- 
iliary vessels and 352 additional 
airplanes as well as money to carry 
on construction of 79 warships and 
auxilaries already on the ways. 
Also in the measure were funds 
to bring the Navy’s_ enlisted 
strength to 150,000, an increase of 
5000 over the figure ordered by the 
President in his limited emergency 
proclamation last fall. 

Opposition to the $1,000,000 item 
included for Guam to start a $3,- 
000,000, harbor dredging and sea- 
wall construction *project provided 
the only serious opposition to the 
huge supply bill. The money was 
eliminated after opponents contend- 
ed the project constituted the first 
step toward ultimate fortification 
of the tiny island—a step they 
warned would lead possibly to war 
with Japan. .- About 20 members 
fought the proposal vigorously. 


Cites Link to Philippines. 
One argument advanced by Rich- 
ards (Dem.), South Carolina, was 
that approval of the project would 
lead to abandonment of this coun- 
try’s plan for giving the Philip- 
pines their independence. 

Richards, one of the representa- 
tives who successfully fought a 
somewhat similar proposal last 
year, said it was “not a wise thing” 
for the United States to undertake 
such a project “6000 miles from 
home where we have nothing to 
defend but this one small island in 
the midst of 1000 Japanese-man- 
dated islands”—especially, he add- 
ed, inasmuch as Japan is not con- 
sidered friendly to this country. 

Representative Miller (Rep.), 
Connecticut, speaking in defense ot 
the Guam expenditure, said that 
he looked upon it as “a safety 
measure.” 

“IT can’t see any connection be- 
tween this appropriation and the 
fortification of Guam. 

“I would not want to take re- 
sponsibility for refusing this im- 
provement and then read a few 
months from now of an accident 
to a clipper ship.” 

The navy said the improvements 
were desired solely to make Guam’s 
harbor safe for long-range . patrol 
planes and commercial aircraft. 

The Senate recessed for the 
week end after passing the $1- 
032,784,115 Treasury and Postoffice 
departments appropriation bill yes- 
terday. Although the measure car- 
ried about $600,000 more than the 
House voted, it still was slightly 
more than $11,000,000 under budget 
estimates. 


BRITISH AIR FORCE LISTS 
49 WORE DEAD OR MISSING 


‘This Increases Official Total of 
Losses to 663; Wounded and Pris- 
oners Not Included. 


‘LONDON, Feb. 16 (AP). — Offi- 
cial figures on British air force 
losses .were increased to 663, in- 
cludiing 534 dead and 129 missing, 
in the Air Ministry’s nineteenth 
casualty list of the war. 

The list, which contained 49 new 
names, disclosed that 135 men have 
been killed in action while 399 have 
died fn active service. The total 
does not include wounded flyers 
and those known to be prisoners in 
Germany. 

Of the'new losses, nine were list- 
ed as killed in action, three missing 
and believed to have been killed 
in action, one dead of wounds, 
seven missing and 29 killed or died 
in active service.

Ninety-four bookmakers were 
fined a total of $10,200 yesterday by 
Police Judge Frank Mathews for 
setting up and keeping handbook 
shops.

LONDON, Feb. 16 (AP).—British 
today minimized the possibility of 
the sending of regular troops 
quickly by the Western Powers to 
aid Finland, in commenting on 
Stockholm advices that Finland 
would ask for such aid as an al- 
ternative to suing for peace with 

Russia. 

They said that aside from polit- 
ical considerations, it would be dif- 
ficult physically for the Allies to 
place sizable active service detach- 
ments on the Finnish battle front 
immediately. 

Most of Britain's trained troops 
are either in France or engaged in 
training conscripts—the latest of 
whom, 23-year-olds, will register to- 
morrow. 

Qne source asserted Britain has 
an army in training for conditions 
“different from those in Finland. 

“Any British troops would require 
a period of seasoning and acclima- 
tization unless they were to fill 
hospitals instead of trenches, and 
that would take too long for them 
to be of aid in the Mannerheim line 
crisis. 


France Sending Many Anti-Tank

PARIS, Feb. 16 (AP). French

Mississippi Valley Trust Co. 
Embezzler Given a Sus- 
pended Sentence. 


Oscar W. Hamel, a former teller 
at the Mississippi Valley Trust Co., 
was given a suspended sentence 
of 18 months in prison and placed 
on probation for two years when 
he pleaded guilty of embezzling 
$2070 of bank’s funds before Unit- 


ed States District Judge George H. 
Moore yesterday. 

In granting a request for proba- 
tion, Judge Moore said he had tak- 
en into consideration the facts that 
Hamel never had been in difficulties 
before and that he had been receiv- 
ing:a salary of only $133 a month 
at the bank although he had worked 
there 13 years and handled large 
sums of money as part of his 
duties, 

The parole was not opposed by 
Assistant United States Attorney 
Henry G. Morris, who explained 
that Hamel had been discharged 
last July after an investigation had 
disclosed the shortage. 

The investigation began, Morris 
explained, after William Styles of 
De Soto, Mo., father-in-law of Ham- 
el, had tried to draw $800 from his 
savings account and had been in- 
formed the bank’s books showed 
he had a balance of only $1.86. 

Following the investigation, Ha- 
mel was indicted on six counts of 
embezzlement, including three 
counts relating to unauthorized 
withdrawals from his  father-in- 
law’s account and three of receiv- 
ing money from depositors without 
entering the sums on his ledgers. 
The indictment contained another 
count relating to a false entry. 

Although the total shortage was 
$2070, Morris added, Styles made 
no claim on the bank for $794 
which had been taken from his ac- 
count, so that the bank’s actual 
loss was $1276. No restitution has 
been made. 

Hamel denied to Federal bank 
examiners that he had converted 
any of the money to his own use, 
stating that he discovered an un- 
explained shortage of about $1000 
in hig accounts in 1938 and was 
trying to conceal this. He now re- 
sides in De Soto and is employed 
by his father-in-law, a hardware 
merchant. He is 36 years old and 
married. He has two children.

NEW YORK, Feb. 16 (AP).— 


Five firms and five individuals 
must pay fines totaling $328,000 for 
selling airplanes and other war sup- 
plies to Bolivia in violation of the 
neutrality embargo put into effect 


during the Gran Chaco war. 
United States District Judge John 
W. Clancy also sentenced three of 
the individuals—Alfred J. Miranda 
Jr., his brother, Ignazio, and Free- 
man Higgins, officers of Miranda 
Bros., Inc., and the American 
Armament Co.—to a year and a 
day each in prison, plus fines of 
$2000. They were accused of Hhav- 
ing sold $180,000 worth of muni- 
tions to Bolivia in January, 1935.

FINNISH FRONT, Feb. 16.—Aston- 
ishing details of the killing of one 
of Russia's military commanders in 
the Pitkaranta sector by the Finns 
last week were learned at the front 
today. It was said that Col. Boris- 
ov, commander of the Red Army’s 
Eleventh Division, was shot to death 
when he tried to escape to an ar- 
mored car from a tank in which 
he had been surveying the battle 
lines, 

The Russian commander was 
making his survey on Feb. 6, seated 
alone with the driver in a 14-ton 
tank, which penetrated no-man ’s- 
land to a point some 75 yards in 
front of the Russian lines. About 
3 o’clock in the afternoon the tank 
was sighted from the woods by 
three Finns. The tank stopped be- 
cause destroyed tanks barred the 
way.

NORWEGIAN SEAMEN ASSAIL 
‘MURDER’ OF NEUTRAL CREWS 


Can’t Be “Scared Ashore,” They 
Say, But Threaten to Boycott 
Offending Belligerent. 


OSLO, Feb. 16 (AP).—Norwegian 
seamen’s organizations protested 
today against forms of sea warfare 
“whose only aim seems to be to 
terrorize neutral ships,” but said 
they could not be driven to stay 
ashore.

These last few days have brought 
several news items telling of the 
translation into definite economic 
action of that Nazi-Soviet alliance 
which, when signed last August, 
amazed the entire world. It is now 
stated in Berlin that plans have 
been perfected to raise the total 
annual value of the trade between 
Germany and Russia to something 
like 1,500,000,000 marks ($600,000,- 
000) which would far surpass the 
biggest records of other years. 


Germany Counts on Russia. 


Russia, says Berlin, will provide 
the Reich with all it needs in the 
way of materials without which 
Germany must collapse — particu- 
larly oil, ores and fats. In ex- 
change, Germany will send to Rus- 
sia great quantities of machinery 


and manufactured goods, for which 


there is an enormous Russian de- 


mand. 
Germans admit that time will be 


‘needed before this mutually advan- 


tageous interchange can be made 
to work smoothly. In fact, some 
Teutonic experts figure that two 
years will be required. But, they 
add, if really big shipments of ores 
for making German steel, and oil 
for operating German automobiles,

Finnish Civilians Showing Strain 
Of Devoting All Their Time to War 


Danger of Physical 


Leland Stowe Points Out It Is Not in Their 
Makeup to Relax and They Must Realize 


Breakdown. ¢

HELSINKI, Feb. 16. 
FTER my month’s absence, 
Finland’s capital presents the 
same calm surface, and its peo-

defend their freedom at whatever 
cost. Such changes as one observes 
are subtle changes. But with eyes 
freshened by cold days in the out- 
side world, I am particularly im- 
pressed by the dangers of super- 
efficiency and excessive discipline 
when they are applied to a nation’s 
entire civilian poprtlation. 

Surely no modern nation’s citi- 
zenry—from oldsters to youngsters 
—has ever been more thoroughly 
organized in wartime. The extra- 
ordinary organization of the Finn- 
ish people in the rear guard has 
aroused te admiration of all of 
us. In every town and in a dozen 
different fields, the Lottas are su- 
perb. The same applies to the 
C. S. S. (Civilian Defense Commit- 
tee), whose members fight fires 
and do rescue work during air 
rajds. In every phase, civilian vol- 
untary groups function here as if 
they had had years of military 
training. For organization and dis- 
cipline the Finns rival the Ger- 
mans—and do it on a voluntary 
basis. 

Nevertheless, a friendly observer 
cannot fail to remark as to the 
cost of the lack of flexibility in the 
Finnish character. As with the 
Prussians, the Finns adhere with 
absolute rigidity to schedules and 
orders. They do so with the most 
laudable patriotic  selflessness— 
but very often. disregarding com- 
pletely the physical toll which is 
taken by such unaltered applica- 
tion of a set of rules. Consequent- 
ly, the fees civilian population 
suffers almost as much from super- 
discipline as Republican Spain suf- 
fered for lack of discipline early in 
the Spanish war. 


Unnecessary Strain. 


Because the Finns make such a 
fetish of orderly routine and be- 


about their full 100 per cent duty 
all the time, it seems to me that 


they impose a very considerable 
degree of unnecessary strain on 
themselves. The Lottas, and vir- 
tually all other civilian volunteers, 
keep their noses to the grindstone 
almost without relaxation of any 
kind week after week. 

Returning te Helsinki one sees 
the cumulative effect in the faces 
of friends—though part of it is 
due to the diabolical influenza-in- 
fested winter climate of Southern 
Finland. 

A few examples of super-disci- 
pline will suffice. The Lottas, in 
air-raid first-aid sections, are usual- 
ly ‘compelled to sleep in their un- 
comfortable headquarters week 
after week even when they are 
supposedly off duty and despite 
the fact that their homes may be 
less than a mile away. This is 
done because there might be a 
night air alarm, though to my 
knowledge there has been only one 
night alarm in Helsinki since Dec. 
4. Thus, women are kept on call 
without one 12-hour breathing spell 
in many weeks and without one 
night’s visit with their families. 

A Lotta group is also stationed 
in every Helesinki hotel. The com- 
manders seldom arrange for one 
whole night off duty for each 
member of their staff. Every 
woman is expected to do her ut- 
most or be ready to do it—and al- 
most without interruption. In the 
game fashion, occupants of apart- 
ment houses still take turns at 
standing two-hour watches—in case 
of air raids or fires—each night, al- 
though a night bombing has never 


most unlikely. 
This rigidity of discipline governs

occurred and to most people “call WAREHOUSE CO INC 


every Finnish civilian organization 
—in fact it is one of the things 
which makes it Finnish. But an 
inevitable price in physical and 
mental stamina must be paid—not 
a very large price over a few days 
and nights, but what represents a 
potentially serious price over a 
period of thonths. 


No Conserving of Energy. 


For this reason, I sometimes fear 
that the Finns may be about 20 
per cent too efficient and overdis- 
ciplined. They seem to have iron 
nerves and they have marvelous 
physiques, perhaps the best in all 


Europe. Unfortunately, they rare- 
ly seem to know how to rationalize 
the application of any order or 
command and they have almost no 
conception of how to conserve their 
energies when it could be done 
without any serious risk. 


It is true that the Finns’ incredi- 
ble vitality may not be greatly 
undermined by this super-discipline, 
but the danger cannot be over- 
looked. One wishes sometimes that 
the Finns had the Spanish and 
thoroughly Latin gift of nonsense 
and relaxation—of taking time out, 
however briefly. But the talent for 
self-renewal and for flexibility does 
not seem to belong in the Finnish 
makeup. Any puritan could not 
fail to understand the Finnish con- 
science. It is noble and self-sac- 
rificing in the extreme, but it 
takes its tolls. 


So does the Finnish climate, as 
severe winter colds and influenza 
constantly remind one, in a city 
where not a single foreign journal- 
ist has been immune for more than 
six weeks and where the Finns 
themselves have to battle to keep 
themselves in condition. This is 
why one wishes that the Finns were 
less literal minded where sched- 
ules, orders and discipline are con- 
cerned. The Finns never let up 
when there is a job to do. The 
Russian-Finnish war is a very 
tough job. It would seem more 
bearable if the civilians here knew 
how to stand up and stretch once 
in a while between rounds. 
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NEW EXODUS OF CHILDREN 
FROM PARIS CONSIDERED 


Measures of “Natural Foresight” 
Taken; 200,000 Young People to 
Move, If Necessary. 

PARIS, Feb. 16 (AP).—Municipal 
and Government authorities are co- 
operating on arrangements for 12 
possible second—and larger— 
exodus of Paris school children. 
They emphasize that they merely 
are carrying out measures of “nat- 
ural foresight.” 

Only about 50,000 children wére 
sent away at the start of the war, 
when everything on wheels was in 
demand for moving an army of; 
5,000,000 men into position. 

During the quiet months that 
have followed, many of the chil- 
dren have come back. Now ar- 
rangements are under way to send 
200,000 to the provinces if neces- 
sary. 

Children up to 14 years old will 
be included in the new project. 
The French plan, similar to the 
British, envisages billeting as many 
as possible in provinces most like- 
ly to remain remote from the war. 
Provincial mayors have drafted a 
questionnaire .to determine how 


many children families can accom- 
modate, |

} PARIS, Feb. 16. 
éé HERE will be recurrent 
T wars in Europe and no 
hope of peace until there 
is a politically powerful Central Eu- 
ropean bloc to stand as a buffer 
between Pan-Germanism and Pan- 
Slavism, The Pan-German Prus- 
sians have launched four aggres- 
sive wars in a single century, and 
with the invasion of Finland by 
Communist Russia, the nightmare 
of co-operation between these two 
great expansionist and disrupt 
forces has become a reality.” 
There are the words of Otto of 
Hapsburg. He can speak as the 
heir of the Hapsburg family, which 
ruled Central’ Europe for seven 
centuries. He can speak as the 


‘claimant to the thrones of Austria 


and of Hungary. For he is the 
grand nephew and sole heir of the 
Emperor Franz. Joseph and his 
father, Charles, was the last Em- 
peror of Austria and the last king 
of Hungary. Hig mother, the Em- 
press Zita, a French Bourbon, has 
trained him, moreover, to take 
those crowns again. 


Enthusiasm of Youth. 


In talking with your correspond- 
ent, Prince Otto spoke in his own 
phrase, not as a Hapsburg and a 
future Emperor, but “merely as a 
citizen of Europe.” Twenty-seven 
years old, he has the flowing hair, 
fine wideset eyes, small mustache 
and full lips of his great family. 
But he has something more. He 
has the simplicity and enthusiasm 
of youth, and, as he received me in 
a modest hotel on the left bank 
“not far from the old Austro-Hun- 
garian Embassy,” he brushed aside 
all protocol and we talked as two 
young men, or if you prefer, two 
young students of Europe. 

“There must be, and of course 
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there will be, an independent Aus- 
tria, Hungary, Bohemia and Po- 
land,” he said. “But if there is 
to be an enduring peace, they must 
have no customs frontiers, and 
they must have a common foreign 
policy and some sort of a com- 
mon general staff to co-ordinate 
their several armies so that they 
can act on behalf of Europe as one 
unit. 

“Do not think that when this war 
is won the nationals of Central Eu- 
rope can disarm immediately. There 
still will remain Germany and Rus- 
sia. The two will not be crushed 
entirely and one or both might be 
able to destroy the peace of Eu- 
rope. 


Russia Needs Germany. 


“The alliance between Germany 
and Russia is not an occasional one. 
Russia needs Germany, the way a 
44-floor skyscraper needs a build- 
ing superintendent, and Germany 
needs Russia the way a banker 
needs a safe room. 

“You see, the Austrian empire 
was a real economic unit, if not a 
political one. Its whole economy 
| was based on soundness; the fed- 
'eral system was drawn according to 
|geographical and economic neces- 
\sities. After the peace treaties, ev- 
erything was changed in Central 
Europe. New frontiers were cut 
in the flesh of what used to be a 
unit.. The new countries were faced

They were manufac- 
tured—from scrap metal to roaring 
machines ‘ready to enter the line— 
in ‘exactly 45 days, and two facto- 
ries alone turned out “hundreds of 
them.” : 

This is the work of the Arma- 
ments Ministry, created late in the 
summer, when Fuehrer Adolf Hit- 
ler’s attitude made war inevitable. 
It is the work, more specifically, of 
a swarthy, black-eyed little French- 
man, Raoul d’Autry, who, after 
running the French railroads and 
French Atlantic liners, was drafted 
as Minister of Armaments. 

In between a list of visitors 
scheduled for évery 15 minutes, 
from 9 a, m. to 7 p. m. today, your 
correspondent was sandwiched in 
and he asked d’Autry, among other 
questions, what he considered his 
essential problem. 

“Our problem is the problem of 
every war. It is the problem of 
lacking  everything—steel, _ coal, 
workers, machines, cannon, tanks, 
warships—and yet succeeding. War 
consis#s of finding a way of getting 
everything you lack, and getting it 
quickly. That’s all there-is to it,” 
he said. 

D’Autry goes about this job, ac- 
cording to men who work with 
him, by cutting talk and red tape

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NEW YORK’S “WATCHDOG.” 


In New York’s municipal directory he is listed as 
Commissioner of Investigation. The city calls him 
its “No. 1 Watchdog.” Thus in two short years (the 
office was created by Mayor LaGuardia in 1938) 
William B. Herlands, who was chosen for the job, 
has been breveted with a metaphor. They have to 
be good to Win that decoration. Herlands is a wow. 
There was a review of his work in the Post-Dis- 
patch last Sunday. He hes been making it tough for 
the chiselers. He has found printing firms whose 
overcharges amounted to $500,000 in one instance, 
to $225,000 in another. A contractor who was fur- 
nishing a sweeping compound to the schools was 
getting rich quickly by the old short-weight device. 
He, like the printers, has turned back his unearned 
increment, and what the law will do to the crooks 
is up to District Attorney Dewey. 

In a way, the scalp of the egregious Fritz Kuhn 
might dangle from the Commissioner’s belt. It was 
Herlands’ office that learned the Bund was selling 
emblems and other ritualistic ornaments and dodg- 
ing the sales tax. From that discovery derived the 
larceny charges which sent Kuhn to prison. - 

Perhaps the most important item in the Commis- 
sioner’s record is the system he has perfected for 
collecting municipal taxes. It has substantially in- 
creased the city’s revenue. The public response, 
moreover, has been heartening. It confirms a the- 
ory of Herlands that, given administrative efficiency, 
the people will react co-operatively. That theory 
is being expanded into a philosophy, under the title 
of scientific reform. 

Reform, as Herlands observes, is too often tempo- 
rary, too often the result of hysteria, occasioned 
by disclosures that shock the public conscience. Fol- 
lowing a feverish period of repentance and repara- 
tion, affairs subside into the old groove. Commis- 
sioner Herlands believes city government should be 
alertly operated, like any other successful enter- 
prise. Methods become antiquated. The business 
of city government should be continuously and sci- 
entifically modernized. Municipal administration, 
he insists, ought to be a profession. To that end,/ 
he has arranged with several New York colleges 
to intern students in city departments, with appro- 
priate scholastic credits for such work. 

Indeed, the office of New York’s Commissioner of 
Investigation is itself an experiment, which owes 
its dramatic success to its exceptionally gifted in- 
cumbent, backed by a Mayor with a passion for pub- 
lic service. It may here be recalled that Mr. Dewey 
frankly acknowledged his indebtedness to LaGuar- 
dia’s blazing moral support in the successful prose- 
cution of the notorious racketeers. 

Government would surely be the simple thing Mr. 
Harding thought it was if its problems could all be 
solved by the creation of an office by a wishful na- 
tion. The answer of government, good or bad, is 
the officer. Many cities have comptrollers. St. Louis 
has had the rare fortune of a Nolte. All our states 
have Senators. But only Nebraska has a Norris, 
Idaho alone has had a Borah. Like every other in- 
stitutional entity, a city hall is the lengthened shad- 
ow of a man. When a LaGuardia is in the chair, 
events pile up into the impressive ranges of history.

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MEETING THE PROBLEM OF THE SHARECROPPER. 

If proof is needed for the fact that more is to 
be accomplished by anticipating a difficult situation 
than by allowing events to take their course, it may 
be found by contrasting last winter’s roadside 
demonstration in Southeast Missouri with the pro- 
gram adopted in Jefferson City yesterday for the 
assistance of the sharecroppers of ‘the region. 

Under the leadership of Gov. Stark, representa- 
tives of the croppers, the land owners, the State 
and the Farm Security Administration have worked 
out a five-point plan that promises to take care of 
those made homeless by eviction notices in Mis- 
souri’s seven cotton counties. Briefly, the program 
provides for subsistence tracts and labor homes to 
be set up through the joint effort of the FSA and 
the land owners. The State employment service will 
seek work for these people during part of the year 
so that they will have some cash income. 

Too much credit cannot be given to those land 
owners who refrained from drastic action against 
their croppers while this plan was being developed. 
Perhaps they were motivated by nothing higher 
than enlightened self-interest, yet they avoided a 
repetition of last year’s unsavory experience.

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THE EXETER AT PLYMOUTH. 

They were saying only last week that the Exeter 
had sunk, with 700 of her crew, but they were 
wrong. The scarred British cruiser which, with two 
others, drove the reputedly invulnerable Graf Spee 
into the harbor of Montevideo, and subsequent sui- 
cide by scuttling, steamed into historic Plymouth 
yesterday to a welcome that blazed and blared with 
the stuff of sagas.

N Feb. 7 you reprinted from the New 
() vor Post an article by Samuel Grafton 
condemning the Walter-Logan bill— 
recommended for passage by the House 
Judiciary Committee the same day—as “the 
most subtle attack yet planned on all the 
social reforms of the past seven years.” 
The Walter-Logan bill provides, in es- 
sence, that American citizens shall have 
their rights to life, liberty, property and the 
pursuit of happiness tested by general law, 
proceeding upon notice and inquiry, with 
judgment rendered only after fair trial; and, 
particularly, that administrative rules may 
be issued only after public notice and hear- 
ings, that “substantially interested” persons 
may obtain hearings upon requests for re- 
consideration of any rule, and that any ag- 
grieved citizen may apply to the United 
States Courts of Appeals to determine 
whether any rule issued by any administra- 
tive board or bureau is in conflict with the 
protecting clauses of the Constitution or the 


statute under which it is issued. 
* ” * 


The Walter-Logan bill actually contem- 
plates a reaffirmation of historic Chapter 
38 of the Magna Charta: | 

“No free man shall be taken or impris- 
oned or disseised (dispossessed wrongfully) 
or outlawed or banished or any ways 'de- 
stroyed, nor will the King pass upon him or 
geommit him to prison, unless by the judg- 
ment of his peers or by the law of the land.” 

Englishmen forced reconfirmation of this 
‘and other articles of the Magna Charta 37 
times from seven of their arbitrary Kings; 
and so valuable a protection was it consid- 


|ered among ts that it has been incorpo- 


rated in the Constitution of every state in 
the Union, and, again, in Articles V and XIV 
of the amendments to the Constitution as 
the right of “due process of law.” | 

Much New Dea! legislation, setting up new 
boards and bureaus with power to issue 
rules with the force of law, and narrowing 
the rights of citizens to seek the protection 
of their ordinary courts, has whittled down 
this right to the law of the land, or due 
process of law, until it is of questionable 
value. 

In view of the natural aggressive tendency 
of power, this development of an infinitude 
of rules promulgated by Government bu- 
reaus in their own discretion as law would 
in time overwhelm the general or statute 
law and leave the regulation of our lives 
under the irresponsible and capricious rule 
of unelected administrative agencies. 


It is conceivable that some of those who 
feel they are profiting by a partial admin- 
istration of regulations in some of these 
bureaus today may object to impartial ad- 
ministration, which the right of appeal to 
the courts would make necessary, But it is 
well to remember that irresponsible power 
exercised by our friends in office today may 
be in the hands of our enemies in office 
tomorrow. The right of appeal to the courts 
by those who feel aggrieved by the action 
of Federal administrative agencies will do 
much to compel fairness in the agencies 
and bring about a more ready acceptance 
of their decisions and a less distrustful re- 
oe between the citizen and his Govern-

The bill embodies an at- 
tempt to establish a uniform procedure for 
all Federal administrative agencies in so 
far as they bear. upon private persons and 
property, for the purpose of correcting al- 
leged abuses, It is sometimes depicted as a 
necessary means of securing ancient lib- 
erties against a new form of tyranny, 
7 s * 

To advocate the bill in terms of the long- 
standing struggle between personal free- 
dom and governmental oppression is, how- 
ever, scarcely realistic. Modern economic 
and social conditions have generated a host 
of problems that can be golved only by gov- 
ernmental means in the interest of the free- 
dom amd security of everyone. For the 
purpose of dealing with these problems, the 
Federal Government, under both political 
parties, has for more than 50 years been 
engaged in setting up bureaus, boards and 
commissions to regulate business, pay bene- 
fits to individuals and corporations and 
safeguard public health and safety. 

These various agencies have naturally de- 
veloped many different procedures for ascer- 
taining facts, discovering the needs and 
opinions of those whom they affect and 
arriving at their regulations and decisions. 

These procedures have not worked with 
uniform smoothness. Unfairness and ex- 
cessive zeal have occasionally been evi- 
denced. There is undoubtedly a confusing 
diversity of procedure among Federal agen- 
cies. But no one who has observed impar- 
tially the workings of Government can doubt

DISPUTED ZONING LAW 
CLAUSE IS LAID OVER 


Bartholomew Reports on Sec- 
tion on Non-Conforming 
Use of Buildings. 


There are only 650 instances 
throughout the city where property 
is employed for wses not in con- 
formity with the single-family res- 
idence zones laid out in the pro- 
posed new zoning ordinance, it is 
shown in a report to the City Plan 
Commission yesterday by Harland 
Bartholomew, its engineer. 

The question of what to do about 
such non-conforming usage, 4a 
stumbling block for several 
months in the commission’s discus- 
sion of the bill, which otherwise is 
complete, was deferred until March 
21, because of the absence of four 
citizen members of the commis- 
sion. It is intended to take action 
next month, in order to have the 
bill ready for introduction in the 
Board of Aldermen the middle of 
April. 

Non-conforming uses in the pro- 
posed one-family dwelling zones are 
divided as follows: Stores and oth- 
er commercial usage, 521; light in- 
dustries, 87; garages, 18; heavy in- 
dustries, 12; lots used by heavy in- 
dustries, 11; and one lot used by 
a light industry. 

Clause Not Yet Approved. 


Under clause F, a part of the bill 
not yet approved by the commis- 
sion, commercial or industrial 
structures in the _ single-family 
zones would have to be removed or 
converted to single dwellings by 
1950, excep§ that such buildings 
erected samce 1920 may remain in 
their present use for 40 years after 
the issuance of construction per- 
mits, 1979 being the final limit. 
Four years ago the commission 
set up 81 suggested neighborhood 
residential units throughout the 
city and several industrial units. 
Under the proposed new zoning 
plan, single-family residence zones 
would be included in parts, at least, 
of 48 of the neighborhood residen- 
tial units and four of the neighbor- 
hood industrial units. In 41 in- 
stances, as a result, there would be 
non-conforming uses in the home 
neighborhoods and, in three minor 
instances, in the industrial neigh- 
borhoods. 

Where Stores Are Numerous. 


Commercial use is outstanding in 
the non-conforming class. The 
greatest number of stores is 66, 
in the Harney neighborhood, south 
of Calvary cemetery. Other neigh- 
borhoods with more than 20 non- 
conforming stores are: Arlington 
(west of Sherman Park), 50; Mason 
(southwest), 46; Fairmont (Italian 
section, 31; Clayton (south of For- 
est Park), 30: Macklind (lower 
southwest), 24; Baden, 21. 

In the class of light industries, 
the largest number of non-conform- 
ing uses is 10, in the Harney 
neighborhood. Other large groups 
are: Oak Hill (central south), 
nine: Arlington, eight, and Mason, 
seven. The only neighborhoods 
with more than one non-conform- 
ing heavy industry are: Ridgewood 
(industrial), three; Baden, three, 
and Concordia, two.

CAPTAN OF FLN 


CIO Union Complaints Do 
Not Justify Inquiry Into

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (AP).— 
Commander R. S. Field, director of 
the Bureau of Marine Inspection 
and Navigation, refused today to 
consider complaints filed by the 
National Maritime Union against 
Capt. Joséph A. Gainard of the 
SS City of Flint. 

The complaints alleged that, aft- 
er a German prize crew took pos- 
session of the American vessel last 
October, Gainard failed to com- 
municate with the American Consul 
at Tromsoe, Norway, and that 
Gainard failed to sail from Mur- 
mansk, Russia, when the Germans 
temporarily left the ship. Field re- 
lied: 

“I could not possibly give seri- 
ous attention to statements made 
by a mess boy and a cook to the 
effect that, they were not satisfied | 
with the way the captain handled 
his job. The evidence which you 
have submitted does not justify 
the institution of any investigation 
on the part of this bureau.” 

: Seized by Battleship. 

The City of Flint was seized by 
the German pocket battleship 
Deutschland while en route to Man- 
chester, England, before this coun- 
try’s neytrality act restricted such 
shipping. 

Taken by the Germans first to 
Tromsoe and then to Murmansk, 
the vessel eventually was released 
to its American crew by Nor- 
wegian authorities when it stopped 
at Haugesund, Norway. 

The ship finally returned to Bal- 
timore on Jan. 27. ° w 

‘The fact that the vessel and its 
crew returned safely to the Unit- 
ed States,” Field said, “is the. best 
possible evidence that Capt. Gain- 
ard, in spite of the difficulties 
encountered, took a proper course 
and did a good job. 

Praise for Captain. 

“It is apparent that Capt. Gain- 
ard perfarmed his duties through- 
out the whole affair, with wis- 
dom, patience and forbearance. 
His actions as master of the vessel 
while in Norwegian and Russian 
ports were, as far as the situation 
in those countries permitted, under 
the observation of the officials of 
the United States foreign -service. 
No criticism of his conduct has 
been heard from the State Depart- 
ment and on the contrary the Amer- 
ican Minister to Norway has com- 
mented with high favor on the 
manner in which he conducted 
himself and his affairs.” 

Quoting from the log of the City, 
of Flint, Field said that Gainard 
did try at Tromsoe to reach Amer- 
ican consular officials, but failed. 
He also asserted that at Mur- 
mansk the Russians told Gainard 
at first that he was free to sail 
as soon as his papers were ready 
but the papers never were returned 
to the captain and instead the 
Russians returned the ship to the 
Germans. 

The maritime union, a CIO af- 
filiate, had asked for the revoca- 
tion or suspension of Gainard’s 
master’s license for “gross miscon- 
duct.” The. union submitted af- 
fidavits signed by Henry Andro- 
vett, mess boy, and Peter Waldging, 
chief cook of the Flint.

Pennsylvania Official Favors 

Abandoning Place Dickens 

Said Was ‘Awful’ in 1842. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 16 (AP). 
~Pennsylvania may abandon the 
1li-year-old Cherry Hill branch of 
Eastern State penitentiary—de- 
scribed as “awful” in 1842 by 
Charles Dickens. 

An outbreak that might have 
freed 200 men was nipped at the 
institution two days ago by dis- 
covery of two 35-foot tunnels lead- 
ing toward opposite walls. 

State Secretary of Welfare E. 
Arthur Sweeny said last night: “I 
think the prison should be moved 
from Philadelphia. 1 am ready to 
recommend abandonment of the 
penitentiary as soon as a new build- 
ing program can be financed. This 
prison is overcrowded and antiqu- 
ated and is under the handicap of 
housing prisoners of the worst 
type.” 

The warden, Herbert E. Smith, 
asserted that 30 tunnels have been 
found within the prison walls in a 
two-year period. Discovery of tun- 
nels is considered so routine, he 
said, that they seldom are reported. 
“Hole-digging is nothing new at the 
Eastern penitentiary,” he said. 
“They're always. digging holes, all 
over the place. The boys must 
have a little sapper blood in them.” 


OF 227,000 ENLISTED MEN 


106,000 Signed Up Since Last July 
1; National Guard Still 
Short of Quota. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (AP).— 
War Department officials an- 
nounced today the army, breaking 
peacetime recruiting records, had 
passed the goal of 227,000 enlisted 
men set last fall by President 
Roosevelt in proclaiming a limited 
national emergency. The enlisted 
strength was 200 beyond the objec- 
tive on Feb. 7. 

Altogether 106,549 men have been 
signed up for three-year enlist- 
ments since last July 1, a greater 
number than for any comparable 
period since the World War. By 
July .36,500 more men must be 
signed up to replace those whose 
terms expire in the meantime. 

The National Guard is a few 
thousand short of its goal of 235,- 
000. The Marine Corps already has 
reached the 25,000 it sought. The 
navy expects to reach its goal of 
145,000 in about three months.

It was not the purpose of the 
Antitrust Division to embarrass la- 
bor, he said, but to enforce’ the 
Sherman law regardless of whether 
manufacturers, unionists or others 
might be involved. 

Those under indictment are Wil- 
liam L. Hutcheson of Indianapolis, 
general president of the United 
Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners; George Casper Ottens, a 
resident of Dllinois, general repre- 
sentative of the carpenters’ inter- 
national: John A. Callahan, who 
had been suspended as secretary 
of the Carpenters’ District Council 
of St. Louis; 
ness agent of the Carpenters’ 
tricst Council. 

The indictment, voted last No- 
vember, declares that the alleged 
conspiracy was not to obtain high- 
er wages, shorter hours or any oth- 
er legitimate object of a_ labor 
union but to coerce an employer 
to violate a contract with one 
group of employes and replace that 
group with another, that is to re- 
place machinists with carpenters.

HAWAI! VITALLY IMPORTANT 
TO U, S., EX-GOVERNOR SAYS 


Lawrence M. Judd in Address Here 
Asserts Islands are Industrial 
and Military Stronghold. 


The Hawaiian Islands are an in- 
dustrial and military stronghold of 
vital importance to the United 
States, Lawrence M. Judd, former 
Governor of the islands, said today 
at a luncheon meeting of the Cham- 
ber. of Commerce, at Hotel Jeffer- 
son. r. 

Hawaii, he said, produces a mil- 
lion tons of sugar annually, one- 
sixth of the United States’ supply. 
The exchange of goods between 
the islands and the mainland ag- 
gregates $200,000,000 a year, and 
taxes paid by the territory to the 
national treasury are greater than 
that of any one of 14 states. He 
pointed out that the islands are 
an important link in trans-Pacific 
'commerce by water and air. 

The military defenses of the is- 
lands, he added, are vital to the 
national security of the United 
States. They center in Pearl Har- 
bor, “the most impregnable naval 
stronghold in the Pacific,” he as- 
serted. In addition, the army main- 
tains its largest post near Hono- 
lulu. He expressed the hope that 
the islands would soon obtain the 
status of a state.

Husband's Will Directed Sale of Optical Firm, but Mrs. G. D. Fisher Decided to Manage It Herself

IVES sometimes are far smart- 
er about business than their 
husbands think they are, 

The late George Dunbar Fisher, 
business man and something of a 
politician, for three terms a mem- 
ber of the State Legislature, 
never doubted his wife was smart 
about most things. He readily con- 
ceded that the volatile and witty 
Mrs. Fisher, who was Viola Benoist, 
member of a pioneer French family 
in St. Louis, was more than a 
match for him in matters ‘social and 
cultural. But not in business, 

The Fishers were a genial and 
congenial pair to themselves and a 


wide circle of friends. They hit it, 


off beautifully in give and take and 
in mutual admiration for each oth- 
er’s intellectual and social gifts. 
Yet when Mr. Fisher died in 1934, 
his will directed that his optical 


business, consisting of two stores, 


one in the Metropolitan Building 
and the other on Locust street, be 
sold for the benefit of his widow, 
apparently on the theory that she 
would know nothing about operat- 
ing them. Or perhaps, gallantly, he 
felt that she should be protected 
from the trials and tribulations of 
the business world. 

As the pampered wife of a doting 
husband, who indulged her whims 
for travel and entertainment, who 
saw her flit from a winter home 
established by her father, the late 
Eugene Benoist, in Florida, to a 
Summer home in the Ozarks, Mr. 
Fisher may have been well justified 
in ascribing to his wife little prac- 
tical business sense. But he failed 
to count on the human element in 
her which rose to the surface when 
it came to a question of parting with 
the loyal business organization he 
had built up and which had support- 
#4. them well for many years. 

“There were men in the organ- 
ization,” says Mrs. Fisher today, 
“who had spent a great part of 
their lives in the company, men 
whom Mr, Fisher had trained since 
they were in short pants.”

ITH someone in authority to 
Wrois the firm together, she 

realized they were capable of 
carrying on a business s0 well 
founded. So Mrs. Fisher, as soon 
as the will could be construed to 
meet her desires, assumed author- 
ity.

For Hernia

T what age should a child be 
operated on for hernia? 


Except in case of complications, . 
such as strangulation, it is a wise 
policy to postpone operation for 
hernia in an infant until at least 
the age of two years. The prin- 
cipal reason for this is that the 
structures are not well enough de- 
veloped to make the operation 
easy before that time; besides, the 
baby has not acquired habits of 
cleanliness and the likelihood of in- 
fection of the wound is considera- 
ble. As a matter of fact, on ac- 
count of the development of the 
tissues, it would probably be well 
to postpone the operation even 
longer than that, depending upon 
whether the condition is trouble- 
some to the infant.

ARE PUREED vegetables nutri- 

tious? 


The modern tendency to use pu- 
reed ‘vegetables or homogenized 
fruit as supplements to the smoot 
or bland diet for patients with 
functional disturbances of the di- 
gestive tract, is an advance in 
treatment. The patients like vege- 
tables and fruits in this form, and 
they provide a minimum amount 
of irrigation. . 

The question occasionally arises 
where or not these are well ‘di- 
gested and whether they are actu- 
ally as nutritious as solid food. The 
patient with functional digestive 
disturbances requires plenty of nu- 
trition, even though she also re- 
quires, at the same time, rest, both 
motor and secretory, for the stom- 
ach. 

Doctors Killian and Oclassen, in 
New York, have made careful ob- 
servations on a number of adults 
with stomach ulcer and other di- 
gestive disturbances to determine 
the rate of digestion of pureed 
vegetables. The average emptying 
time of the stomach after meals of 
this kind was 43 per cent less than 
the average emptying time of the 
stomach after meals of strained 
vegetables. The energy expense for 
digestion in the stomach was very 
low. 

The conclusion is that this form 
of diet offers a maximum amount 
of nutrition with a minimum 
amount of expenditure of energy 
for digestion.

Marshall, of Appleton, Wisconsin, 
used a boiled-liver extract in the 
treatment of 14 cases of acne (pim- 
ples of the face) and obtained sat- 
isfactory results. It is supposed 
that there is a vitamin in liver, 
termed vitamin H and sometimes 
called the “skin factor,” which may 
be responsible for these good re- 
sults. The boiling of the liver ex- 
tract appears to increase its po- 
tency.

“An Old Rowe” — One Who Has 
Been Broken on the Wheel 

Commonly used to indicate a de- 
bauchee or rake, the word roue re- 
veals to the prying eye a colorful 
history. 

In French, the verb rouer means 
to break upon the wheel, the allu- 
sion being to the days of the tor- 
ture chamber when the wheel was 
a form of rack upon which crimi- 
nals and political prisoners were 
persuaded to make the desired con- 
fession.
